"Overpayments and underpayments are a 
fact of life In welfare payments," he said, 
commenting on a copyrighted story in the 
Washington Star which first disclosed the excess 
payments under the Supplemental Security 
Income Program.

The program which began 18 months ago is 
designed to supplement the income of the aged, 
bllndanddlsablcd! 

The spokesman said the $-103 million figure 
uncovered by the Star "appears to be a correct 
gross figure," but added he felt Ihc overall
